NEWS OF 
THE MORNI NG. 


W illiam C. Ralston, President of the Bank 
of California, w ent In bathing yesterday after­ 
noon on N orth Beach, and when out in deep 
water was seized with w h at appeared to be a 
fit. A boat hastened out and brought him 
ashore. Every effort was m ade to resuscitate 
hltn, but w ithout effect. I t is supposed that 
he took poison and sw am out to deep water 
to m ake suicide certain. 
Yesterday was a black day in Ban Francisco, 
but our latest dispatches say th at the banks 
will survive the run and th a t the excitem ent 
is abating. 
The panic in San Francisco does not and 
will not aflfect the banks of Los Angeles. 
They are all on a sound basis and have an 
abundance of funds to m eet any dem and 
m ade upon them . 
The excitem ent in San Francisco over the 
death of R alston was Intense at 10 o’clock 
last night. The streets were thronged with 
people; the Bulletin and Call were denounced 
by all, and th e m ilitary was held in readiness 
to preserve order. 
It was feared in Ban Francisco last night 
th at the death of R alston would start anew 
the panic an d th a t to-day m any of the banks 
will be com pelled to close. 
An Iquest will be held on the body ot Mr 
Ralston to-day to determ ine w hether he died 
of poison or accidental drow ning. 
The British M inister to C hina has been in­ 
sulted In Pekin and has telegraphed home 
for troops for protection. 
A daring attem p t at train robbery was made 
on Thursday night on the Eastern-bound ex­ 
press car n ear Bitter Creek, W yoming. 
A violent liaii-storm took place yesterday 
near Cheyenne. 
An attem pt to steal the English crown Jew­ 
els has been frustrated. 
Admiral W orden gave a farewell bail at 
Southam pton, England, last night on board 
his Flagship. 


The editor of the Independent ad­ 
mits that his paper is a one donkey 
power concern, but thinks it good 
enough for the party it advocates. 
We concur. 


The H e r a i .d is the best advertised paper 
in the county. If it’s a fair question, Bas­ 
sett, how m uch do you give Stephen M. 
W hite for lits effective notices of your paper? 
— Anaheim Gazette. 
We got him cheap. Simply an­ 
nounced the fact that he was a carpet 
baggerof seven months residence in 
the county. 


T h e Express says the same men 
dictate the Democratic nominations 
for office year after year. That is true 
and these same men are the Democrats 
of Los Angeles county in convention 
assembled. But 
the 
Independent 
nominees were dictated by two Re­ 
publicans—General B o u to x and State 
Gauger B r ie r l y . 


What has become of the “dignity 
and 
respectability” 
which 
the 
new management of 
the Express 
boasted would charactarize its columns 
Why, the concern lias become a very 
fish woman for billingsgate and can 
outscold a termagant. 
Dignity and 
respectability fit the editorial depart­ 
ment of the Express about like a pur­ 
ser’s shirt would a bean pole—a great 
deal too much. 


T h e Express indulges in a fling at 
what it calls “The pennyswipe sheets” 
and their editors. If we understand 
the meaning of the term our cotempo- 
ry is talking about itself and its edit­ 
ors and we fully concur in its remarks 
fora nrmre sycophantic, toadying sheet 
is not published on the Pacific coast. 
Still we do not pretend to say its “ed­ 
itors, accumulated and amalgamated 
In a million years, would not together 
furnish the constituents for one gentle­ 
man” for we are a firm believer in the 
theory that sometimes something may 
be adduced from nothing. 


T h e Express of last evening con- 
tainesa long letter from Senator J o h n 
P. J o n es to his employees in this 
county instructing them to vote for 
H o u g h t o n . The Senator is presum­ 
ing too much on the kind considera­ 
tion shown him by the people of Los 
Angeles. He probably acquired the 
habit of issued orders to men in his 
employ how they should vote while 
superintendent of mines in Nevada 
and there his orders might be obeyed, 
but here they will be received as in­ 
sults both by his former friends and 
his hired men. 
We hardly think 
B o u to n and B r ie r l y counseled the 
obtaining of this order from the Sen­ 
ator. They are better managers than 
that. This attem pt to compel men to 
vote for H o u g h t o n will most likely 
produce the opposite effect. 


O u r evening cotemporary affects to 
be in the best of humor. There is no 
affectation about the H e r a l d ’s pla­ 
cidity of temper. We are really and 
earnestly jolly. The candidates we 
support are by long odds the best be­ 
fore the people, and their election is as 
certain as that the sun will rise and 
set on election day. If their prospects 
were uot so good we should still be 
jolly, for the existance of the H e r a l d 
does not depend on the success of can­ 
didates whose cause it espouses. II is 
not boasting of an early enlargement 
and running dead ads to keep its col­ 
umns full. It is not kept afloat with 
enforced contributions from 
candi- 
datesforofflce. Ith a sa well established 
and paying business, and has no ghost 
in the closet in the shape of an elec­ 
tion contingency. The H e r a l d is un­ 
affectedly jolly, while its evening co­ 
temporary is trying to whistle as It 
approaches the political graveyard in 
which are soon to be buried both itself 
and its mongrel candidates. 


The Financial Situation. 


T he news from San Francisco is of 
a very alarming character. The giant 
bank of the Pacific coast hus closed its 
doors; closed them, 110 doubt, upou an 
empty vault, and as was to be expect­ 
ed the excitement engendered by the 
startling intelligence caused all the 
banks iu the metropolis to temporarily 
suspend business, though the prospect 
is now brighter. The Bank of Cali­ 
fornia has been regarded as the safest 
depository in existence, and the high 
repute of its president, together with 
the exaggerated public opinion as to 
the mammoth operations and wonder­ 
ful resources of the institution, only 
served to intensify the distrust. A 
money panic is the most absurd of all 
popular follies, but at the same time 
the most irresistible. Philosophise as 
we may, when confidence iu the finan­ 
cial institutions of a city or a country 
has been once shaken, the most pro­ 
found wisdom cannot always avert the 
evil consequences of a run upon the 
banks. Our dispatches afford a faint 
idea of the rush yesterday morning. 
The reopening of most of tbe bauks 
leads to the hope that tbe excitement 
has not reached a point beyond all 
control, and that to save themselves 
from complete wreck the bank offi­ 
cials have resorted to a desperate rem­ 
edy—a remedy which is of a very 
doubtful character, and which does 
not seem to have added to the distrust 
already prevalent. They have done 
this with the hope that when the situ­ 
ation is better understood the people 
will act with moro deliberation and 
allow time for repayment of deposits. 
W hether they cab succeed in entirely 
allaying the popular fear remains to 
be seen. It will most likely be follow­ 
ed by general suspension of specie 
payment, and the consequences of that 
are well understood. This great ca­ 
lamity, coming at a time when it could 
ouly have been caused by reckless mis­ 
management, should lead to an inqui­ 
ry into the entire financial system of 
the State. .Throughout our Common­ 
wealth prosperity reigns. Never in 
the history of the State has there been 
a more satisfactory condition of af­ 
fairs, and but two days ago all looked 
forward with hope ami confidence to 
the future. In the midst of a clear 
sky this avenging stroke of lightning 
has desceuded, and the most astute fi­ 
nancier must be dumb with amaze­ 
ment. The possibilities of a general 
pauic naturaily causes an investiga­ 
tion into the banking system of this 
State, and that investigation reveals 
some startling facts. In looking over 
tbe laws of California we find that 
banking corporations have been al­ 
most wholly freed from restrictions, 
and released from any supervision 
over their affairs. This is not the case 
anywhere else in the world. Wherev­ 
er banking is known, tlie law compels 
a regular publication of the condition 
of the institution, and generally pro­ 
vides for a regular inspection of the 
books of the corporation by some pub­ 
lic officer. Nor does the public care 
stop here. Wherever a mixed curren­ 
cy is known, tbe law compels the re­ 
tention in the vaults at all times 01 a 
certain proportion of the cash liabili­ 
ties in coin. The lowest reserve com­ 
patible with safety has been found to 
be twenty-live per cent. The laws of 
Massachusetts and Louisiana,in which 
states the banks were more stable than 
elsewhere in the United States before 
the war, required a reserve of thirty- 
three and one-third per cent. In Cal­ 
ifornia there is no limit whatever, and 
a bank which owes one million dol­ 
lars may not have one dollar of coin 
in its vaults. Such a system must ne­ 
cessarily lead to speculation and disas­ 
ter. All history proves that bank of­ 
ficials will be tempted by gain to over­ 
step the bounds of prudence, unless 
the law provides a penalty for such 
rashness. Some of the ablest think­ 
ers consider that the present system of 
finances at best is radically defective; 
and they are certainly supported to a 
great extent by the periodic panics 
that visit all countries; but it needs 
nothing beyond common sense to at 
ouce comprehend the danger of a free 
banking system, without any legal 
check to the abuse of the privilege of 
handling other people’s money. No 
sworn statements are published by the 
joint stock banks of this State, so that 
any analysis of their condition is im­ 
possible. Their capital and dividends 
«aire all that the public are allowed to 
see. Whether they owe ten or a hun­ 
dred millions, or whether they have 
any cash whatever to meet their lia­ 
bilities, remains to be seen. 
The 
shain semi-aunual dividend of six per 
cent.declared July 1st b$ the very bank 
which Wednesday closed its doors, 
certainly does not warrant the suppo­ 
sition that an accurate statement of 
the banks now can be had; and if had 
that it will not increase the excite­ 
ment. The paid up capital stock of 
the leading joint stock companies of 
San Francisco are as follows: Bank 
of California, $5,000,000; Grangers 
Bank of California, $2,000,000; Land 
Mortgage Union, $600,000; Merchants 
Exchange Bank, $5,000,000; Pacific 
Bank, $800,000; Bank of San Francis­ 
co, $500,000. The National Gold Banks 
are of course subject to inspection at 
any time, and are called upon fre­ 
quently for statements. 
There are 
now eight of these in existence; with 
a paid up capital of $4,571,270, carry­ 
ing deposits of $3,342,913, and having 
a circulation outstanding of $2,449,­ 
480. Of these the First National Gold 
Bank and the National Gold Bank and 
Trust Company, with a capital stock 
of two and one millions respectively, 
are located in San Francisco. 
The 
Savings Banks of the State are a mar­ 
vel of growth and prosperity. Their 
statement of July 1st, 1875, show that 


the thirteeu doing business in San 
Francisco have deposits of $59,133,900 
from 07,997 depositors, and that they 
have loaned $60,885,503, and have cash 
on hand of only $1,501,193. The twelve 
interior Savings Banks hold $13,858.­ 
433 from 24,442 depositors; have loans 
and investments to the extent of $15,­ 
665,660, ami cash on hand, $883,285. 
The $73,000,000 deposited in these Sav­ 
ings Institutions belongs to the most 
timid and excitable part of the com­ 
munity, but as notice of withdrawal 
of deposit is almost universally requir­ 
ed, the very small cash reserve may 
be sufficient to meet the requirements. 
Whether the loans and investments 
are upon a safe basis cannot be deter­ 
mined, for here, too, the law has plac­ 
ed very few restrictions, and the real­ 
ization of their assets may develop 
the fact that the speculators have «ar- 
ried them beyond the bounds of pru­ 
dence and safety. We think it would 
be well, therefore, for the next Legis­ 
lature to take up the financial ques­ 
tion and impose some wholesome res­ 
trictions upou the custodians of our 
wealth. Even if it be too late to avert 
disaster, it will provide against loss 
and depression in the future. Regard­ 
ing our own banks in Los Angeles, 
there need be no alarm. They are al­ 
most wholly disconnected with the 
banks of San Francisco; their funds 
are used only iu local and legitimate 
enterprises, and they now have an 
abundance of coin on hand—more 
than sufficient to meet all their de­ 
mand deposits. They are in a better 
position than at any time for several 
years past, and will soon be filled to 
overflowing as the crops are marketed. 


Forgets His Pledge. 


Mr. G. L. R u s s e l l was a candidate 
before the Democratic county Conven­ 
tion for Assemblyman. He made the 
pledge required of all the candidates 
and was defeated. He is npw travel­ 
ing over the county working against 
Mr. R o w a n and Mr. R y a n . 
Besides 
violating his pledge it will be seen by 
the following letter published in the 
Anaheim Gazette that he does not con­ 
fine himself to truthful statement: 


E d s . G a z e t t e :—The statem ent m ade by 
G. L. Russell, a t the Independent m eeting 
Inst n ig h t, th a t th e returns of Los N ietos pre- 
cinet were changed after being placed in the 
hands of Mr. A. vV. R yan, in favor of m yself, 
and against Lam bourn, I assort to be u tte r­ 
ly false in every p articular, and hold m yself 
ready to prove th a t it Is so. 
As to R ussell’s 
charge of Ryan using his influence to defeat 
him In th e Convention, and voted for Rus­ 
sell. From the personal friendship existing 
between Mr. R yan and myself, he would 
have been as likely to use his influence w ith 
me as w ith anyone else, yet lie did not do so 
to the detrim ent of Mr. Russell, o r in any 
w ay w hatever, and I believe the sam e wus 
the case witli tlie entire delegation from 
Downey. I would further state Hint Mr. 
L am bourn, two years ago, expressed h im ­ 
self satislied that the result of the prim ary 
election, as declared by the County C om m it­

He is Dead—Details of His Death, 
Which indicate Suicide. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , Angust 27th—9 p . 
m .—W. C. Ralston, President of the 
Bank of California, went to North 
Beach to bathe, and is supposed to 
have been taken with a tainting fit. 
He was taken from the water in an 
insensible condition, and, to all ap­ 
pearances, dead. 
Efforts are being 
made to resuscitate him, with a hope 
of success. 
The accident occurred near the old 
hulk in the cove near the smeltiDg 
works. He had undressed himself and 
left his clothes on the beach, contrary 
to his usual custom, which was to go 
to the bathing house to disrobe. He 
had swam out in the current once and 
was about venturing out again, when 
he was cautioned against it but paid 
no attention to the advice given. Soon 
after he reached the deep water and 
strong current he was observed to sink. 
A boat immediately put out and got 
his body while it was still on the sur­ 
face and brought it ashore, where it 
was rolled on a barrel, rubbed with 
flannels, and every means taken to 
resuscitate him. The muscles twitched 
convulsively as if in a fit, and his 
breathing was heavy. 
The news was immediately brought 
to town, and Capt. Lees, Mayor Otis 
and other friends were soon on hand 
and every effort made to restore him. 
When taken ashore he was not re­ 
moved from the beach, but the labors 
to resuscitate him were carried on 
immediately at the scene of the ca­ 
lamity. 


L a t e s t ,—All efforts to restore ani­ 
mation proved fruitless, and shortly 
before five o’clock life was extinct. 
From the convulsive jerkings of the 
limbs and frothing from the mouth 
and other symptoms usual in case of 
poison, it is thought by many that he 
had first taken poison with the deter­ 
mination of ending his life and then 
swam out into the bay to render the 
attem pt effectual beyond a doubt.

all, not to open our doors for the pres­ 
ent.” The Secretary states that the 
bank has one hundred thousand dol­ 
lars in coin on hand. The amount lia­ 
ble on deposits is eight hundred thous­ 
and dollars, but against that may be 
offset about four hundred thousand 
dollars in notes. The bank is perfect­ 
ly solvent, the only trouble being the 
lack of coin. Tnere is a run on the 
London and San Francisco bank, but 
the manager, Latham, asserts its abil- 
its to meet all demands without trou­ 
ble. Crowds surround the Bank of 
California and the suspended Nation- 
'al Gold Bank, the Trusl Company and 
also the Savings Banks, but the action 
of the officers Of the latter institutions 
last night effectually prevents a run on 
them.
